HE appea! for funds, signed 
Te Mayor Miller ag honorary 
chairman of the committee, 
follows: 
“To the people of St. Louis: 

“An emergency need affect- 
ing hundreds of our fellow 8t. 
Louisans exists as the result of 
yesterday's storm. 

“After personally surveying 
as much of the area as the 
debris and wreckage would per- 
mit, I feel that the extent of 
the havoc and the consequent 
suffering makes this call for 
immediate relief necessary. 

“Through the splendid. re- 
sponse of the police, the Fire 
Department, the American Red 
Cross, the National Guard, the 
American Legion, and other 
organizations, the wounded and 
suffering are being cared for. 

“It is difficult in the first 
flush of the disaster to measure 
the fullest extent of the suffer- 
ing or to estimate the ultimate 
requirements for complete al- 
leviation. These facts can be 
ascertained for later use. The 
fact that there are homeless 
victims to be housed, provis- 
ioned and clothed until more 
mature plans for.rehabilitation 
can be arrived at makes an im- 
mediate and liberal response on 
the part of our own citizens 
necessary. 

“The acknowledged great na- 
tional agency—the American 
Red Cross—being so thoroughly 
equipped by experience and sup- 
plied with a staff to administer 
this relief, I, as Mayor, am ask- 
ing for the sake of single effec- 
tiveness that all aid be concen- 
trated in this organization.

“Our greatest difficulty in polic- 
ing the city has been caused by the 
sight-seeing maniac,’ said the 
Chief. ‘“‘No sooner’‘had word of the 
tornado been spread, than thou- 
sands began ficcking into the 
stricken sections. They even came 
from lLllinois, parents bringing 
their children in some cases. 


“They packed the streets and in- 
terfered with rescue work. I wish 
all sight-seers would remain at 
home, and I think they would if 
they realized they were interfering 
with work in behalf cf humanity. 

Legionnaires Call a Halt. . 

“There were about 50900 sight- 
seers jammed in McPherson avenue 
between Vandeventer avenue and 
Sarah street last night. The Amer- 
ican Legion volunteers hit upon a 
bright idea to get rid of them. 
‘This is temporary police head- 
quarters—get out,’ the legionnaires 
announced. And they made the 
sightseers get out. . 

“Today we blocked off certain 
streets where the damage is great- 
est. Sightseers, in addition to im- 
peding necessary work, endanger 
their own lives.

The ruin of some 
buildings there is as total as else- 
where, but the wind did not 
sweep every building as it did 
early in its course, 

Mothers Save Their Children. 

At Nineteenth and Salisbury 
streets, one of the dramatic inci- 


dents of the storm occurred. There 


is at that corner a small Lutheron 
school building, Bethlehem School. 
It is not a stout structure. When 
the storm came mothers were gath- 
ered in one room making quilts. In 
an adjoining room was a kinder- 
garten class. The mothers pushed, 
pulled and carried the little chil- 
dren from one room to the other. 
Almost immediately the room in 
which the children had been was 
completely swept away and an in- 
stant later a telephone pole 
crashed on the spot where the 
room had been. 

The spires of Holy Trinity 
Church, visible over a great area 
of North St. Louis, still point 
proudly to the sky. They with- 
Stood the gale, but the back of the 
church was badly damaged. In 
front of the church today, there 
stood an unopened trunk, appar- 
ently none thé worse for a journey 
from no one knows where.

Among the busiest concerns in 
the city today were insurance agen- 
cies and adjustment bureaus whose 
representatives were making an in- 
vestigation of the damage in the 
storm devastated districts. 

Until a thorough checking up 
could be made none of the agen- 
cies, or their representatives, would 
venture any definite estimate as to 
the amount of damage. 

At two adjustment agencies a 


Post-Dispatch reporter was told re- | 


ports indicated the damage would 
not be in excess of $10,000,000, 
while at a third agency it was es- 
timated the loss would run from 
$10,000,000 to even es high as 
$100,000,000. The agent making 
the latter estimate considered the 
loss in North §t. Louis appalling, 
with rows of houses and factories 
down. 

Insurance men said no matter 
what the actual damage is not 
more than 60 per cent would be 
covered by insurance. Tornado in- 
surance is carried on most build- 
ings, it was stated. It was pointed 
out that on all houses where there 
is a deed of trust the helder of 
the deed requireg tornado as well 
as fire insurance as an added pro- 
tection. However, very few. per- 
sons carry tornado insurance on 
household goods and other per- 
Sonal property, much of which was 
damaged in yesterday’s storm, it 
was said. 

In regard to damage to automo- 
biles most automobile insurance, it 
was pointed out, contains a rider 
providing for coverage in case of 
damage or loss by tornado. This 
insurance c n be obtained for 15 
cents a hundred and agents always 
advise customers to take the rider.

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GARY HIGH SCHOOL 
STUDENTS WIN STRIKE 


| City Council Votes Favorably 
on Appropriation for Sep- 
arate Building for Negroes. 


GARY, Ind., Sept. 30.—The Em- 
erson high schoo!’s student strike 
ended today with a complete vic- 
tory for the strikers. 

The final act leading to settle- 
ment came last night when the 
city council passed to final read- 
ing a bill to appropriate $15,000 
for immediate construction of a 
temporary school to accommodate 
Negro students now enrolled at 
Emersion High. It was the en- 
rollment of these Negro students 
that started nearly 1200 students 
On strike. Monday. 

Strikers Agree to Return. 

The council's action followed a 
conference between the student 
strike committee and Mayor Floyd 
E. Williams, at which a petition 
was drawn up requesting the ap- 
propriation of the money for the 
immediate building of the school, 
the students in turn agreeing to 
return to classes pending its con- 
struction. 

Final action on the matter by 
the council is set for early next 
week,

classes today after a 10-minute

Prelate So Describes the 
Noted Banker in Sermon 
—Interment Made in 


Festus J. Wade, founder ant 
president of the Mercantile Trust 
Co., and nationally known financial 
figure, was buried today in Cal- 
vary Cemetery after simple, but 
impressive funeral services at the 
New Cathedral at which Arch: 
bishop Glennon gave an informal 
sermon.’ 

The cathedral was packed to the 
doors by a crowd which overflowed 
to the steps in front. Probably no 
gathering ever included more of 
the city’s leaders in finance, ug 
law, and other activities. 

Half an hour before the serviced 
began the honorary pallbearers, 
lined up on either side of the en- 
trance and it was between the 
ranks of his former friends and 
business associates that the body 
of the banker and charitable lead+ 
er was borne. 7 
The casket was followed by mem- 
bers of the family and by two aged 
Negro servants who have been with 
the family for many years. 

Sermon by Archbishop. . 

High mass was sung as the cds- 
ket stood before the altar. Then 
Archbishop Glennon, who had beef, 
before the altar, took a place at 
the head of the casket and in @ 
simple, informal manner, spoke. « 
brief funeral sermon, 

“These sacred precincts,” he said. 
“forbid any discussion of his g 
career, of his accomplishments in 
the business affairs of the nation, 
If his true recoré were to be spoke 
it would take a more eloquent 
tongue than mine. 

“Let us say, then, that he was 
a kindly man, a friend of the poor, 
a builder of our city and the na- 
tion. 1 speak of him now as my 
friend and the friend of you who 
are before the altar. I speak of 
him as a simple man, for ell his 
greatness, who came to this church 
daily for spiritual strength.” 

The Archbishop referred to the 
damage wrought by the tornado in 
St. Louis, and urged his audience 
to let the example of Mr. ‘Wade in 
other crises inspire them to help 
the sufferers. 

“If he were here,” he said, “he 
would be the first to spring up i¢é 
the breach. He was ever prompt to 
hear the call of the suffering. Anw& 
so let us hope that his spirit will 
move others to the same deeds 
For him, the best service we may 
give is that we command his spirit 
to the communion of his saints, 
and ask God to have mercy on his 
soul,” 

Would Be First to Aid. : 

“If he were here,” gaid the 
Archbishop, in voice filled with’ 
emotion, “he would be among the 
first to aid- He was ever promp 
to respond to the call of suffer< 
ing. And so let us hope his spirit 
will move others to the same ee 
ly deeds, 

“In business he was a geni 
but notwithstanding his high sta<« 
tion In the affairs of men, succea# 
did not turn his head and heart. 
from the appeal of the lowly and* 
poor. He established a great ith<a 
stitution and took for his personal 
work the guarding of a trust. Peo-, 
ple from all walks of life broughts 
to him their earthly possession 
and he never betrayed the trust’ 
imposed in him.” 

Cardinal Newman's hymn, tied’ 
Kindly Light,” was sung by a male* 
choir during theemass. Referring? 
to this Archbishop Glennon said:* 

“We were with our friend in his, 
last moments and in commending? 
his soul to God we prayed that thet 
kindiy light he loved so well woulde 
lead him home, and that he would* 
meet his Savior face to face ands 
be rewarded with the long repose® 


that his Christian life had earned.. 

“For him, my friend, your*
